Locating 
and conveylns lands to tho Sioux City & 
PaciOc; giving lands from Portland to Puget 
Sound is prooably up worse; certainly no 
better than allowing tno consolidation of tiio 
Union Paciflo with tbo Kansas & Denver 
Pacific; when Iho Union Paciflc was made 
practically bankrupt, and Gould and his 
syndicate realized not loss than $20,000.0311 
at tho expense of tho nation; and the people 
between cho Missouri river and Pac.llc oocan 
in telegraph and railroad charges subjected 
to an extortion as outrageous as England 
inflicts upon her subjects in.

Twenty and thirty years ago 
congress gave recklessly to any corporation 
applying for lands. Now tho executive de- 
partment and congress refusing to restore 
unearned lands to tho public domain, will bo 
judged by tho people as guilty of n crimu 
against the nation. 


The senator admits that this road is only 


entitled to lands earned after tho assign- 
ment in 1SS1—road completed in 1SS2, while 
in fact ho gave lands for road 'built from 
1875 to ISbl—for tho entire lino. Tho de- 
partment evidently had not the timo to 
ascertain what work was dono before and 
after 1SS1, and it decided against tho govern- 
ment by giving land for tho entire line. 
Why this hot baste! Why was not tbo 
questtou loft to tho doliljora'tion of his suc- 
cessor, who could have determined what 
portion did not belong to tbo rood, even 
upon the admissions of tho last administra- 
tion!
